Tokonto, Aug. 17 Tho report of the 

committee appointed by tho Miniater of 
Eduoation of Ontario at the rrquesb of the 
separate aobool board of Ottawa to examine 
into and report npon the condition of the 
separate aohools of the Capital, and inquire 
into the ohargea made against Inapeotor 
W bite by Rev. Mr. Flannon, repreaenting 
the Christian Brothers, haa been isaned. 
Tho finding la not very favorable to the 
schools. It oondomna tho methods of the 
Christian Brothers, chargoa tho toaohera 
with bolng inoompotent, and totally ignorant 
of modern methoda as regards the purpose 
of education and the moana of securing ib. 
Few of the 15roihers are, lb Is said, able to 
speak tho Kogliah language, lot alono teach 
it. On tho other hand, tho aoparato echools 
taught by tho nuoa are reported to ba np to 
tbo mark in tlfijionoy and educational pro- 
groBS. Moreover, tho Brothora ignore the 
instructions of the proviuoial educational 
authorities. The publication of tho report 
has created a sensation here, and will result 
in tbe removal of the Christian Brotheta 
and tbe Inatallation of lay teachers in all the 
separate schools.

DURKANT UNE4.SY. 

A Wltncea Who biiw lllm and Blanche l,a- 
niont Kuter tho Church From Which 
They Did Not Uomo Out. 

San Francisco, Aug. 1". — According to a 
looal paper another link has been discovered 
connecting Theodore Durrant with the 
Emanuel ohuroh mnrders. Mrs. Lsake, a 
lady of excellent standing, of nnimpeaohable 
veracity, whose retiring diapositlon has made 
hor unwilling to testify in tho caae haa tinal- 
ly concluded that in tho interoata of 
juatice it la her duty to inform tho authori- 
ilea aa what ahe knows. Shs lives 
acroea the street from the church, 
and haa reported to tho police 
that she saw Durrant and Blanche Lament 
en^er tho ohuroh at 4:10 on April 3, the day 
of Miaa Lament's disappearance. Knowing 
both Durrant and Mias Lament Intimately 
ahe cannot be mistaken as to their identity. 
Un April 3 Mra. Lsake aat at the window of 
her reaidence nearly all the afternooo, look- 
ing for her daughter whom ahe expected to 
arrive from San Mateo. At 4 o'clock ahe 
aaw a couple coming up the street. One of 
them she inatantly recognized aa Durrant. 
Aa they came nearer Mrs. Leake reoogn/zod 
the girl as Blanche Lament. She wore a 
short achool girl's dress and carried a pack- 
age of school hooka, which were afterwards 
found secreted in the church. When the 
couple reached the church gate they stopped 
for a moment. Durrant opened the gate 
and they passed through. 

Mra, Leake had always i;onsIdered Dur- 
•••nt "such un exemplary young man," but 
ahe thought it extremely imprudent for a 
girl to go into the ohuroh with him alone. 
She imagined they had some errand in the 
church and expected that in a few minutea 
they would come out. She watched care- 
fully but the gate did not open. There Is 
only one entrance to Emanuel church 
during the week, that ia by tho 
aide gate and rear door. Mra. Leake 
knew the young people would have to 
paaa through the gate and ahe watched 
to see them on the street again before ahe 
left tho window. She waited a long time 
but household dutiea finally called her to an- 
other part of the house and she was obligedi 
to give up tho wotoh. 

Her atory ia regarded as completing the 
chain of evidence against Durrant. Three 
school girls aaw him and Blanche Lament 
riding on a Powell street oar at 3:30 on the 
day that Miaa Lamunt dlaappoared. Attor- 
ney Quintan aaw the couple a few blooka 
away from tho church a few minutoa before 
4 o'clook and now Mra. Leake says ahe aaw 
Durrant and Miaa Lament near tho church a 
few minutea later. Geo. King, tho organist, 
has already testified that he entered the 
church about 5 o'clock and saw Durrant 
coming down from the attic. Durrant'a hair 
was disheveled, his face was red, ho was 
panting for breath and in a state of utter 
phyaioal and nervous collapse. In answer 
to inquiries he explained that he had been 
engaged in arranging the eleotrio lights in 
the loft and was overcome by gas. tFhe 
prisoner ia aomewhat disturbed over the 
pnbliaatlon of Mrs. Leake's narrative, and 
showed signa of uneaainraa for the first time 
since his arrest.

A Woman Clalmlni: to lie the Wife of Holmes 
Unkes a statement and Produces 
I'sipera. 

Mkmi'his, Aug. 17. — A woman, who 
rogiatored aa Mrs. H. H, Holmes, accom- 
pinicd by hor little girl, who waa at the 
Gilmore bouac, Columbus, Miaa., Jan, 18, 
Is here. Xhey oalied on the justice of the 
peace and produced papers which she 
claimed ahe had found in H. H. Holmes' ef- 
feota at the Caatle. Thia paper, which waa 
marked " H. H. Holmoa," gave u detailed 
accoimt of tho murder of George Thomaa, 
and the aubatquont Blnking of the body by 
Holmee and Piizal in Tomhigeo river, noar 
Cjlumbus. Tho woman stated that eho wub 
Holmea' wlfo, that ho had ill-treatod hor for 
tho preceding two years, and that she hoped 
by hia oonvletlon to aeoure her aharo in hia 
property. Tho regiater ehowa that Pllzal 
atopped at tho Gilmore hotel January 10, 
1894, a date that cgreea with the above al- 
leged confession,

UNOON VINO ED. 

The Times is not satisfied with the Fro- 
mier's explanation relative to the Canadian 
Pacifio mail oontraot. We are not at all 
anrpiised at this. Onr eontemporary has 
made np its mind tliat the transaotion is a 
crooked one uad no evidonoe that can bo 
addncod and on explanation that can bo 
made can convince it to the contrary. lb 
Icnows Dotbing whatever abont the details 
of the transaction yot it asssrta withoat the 
aligliteBt qnalifioation thati the C. P. B. gets 
under the new arrangement more from the 
government than ib earns. If in a matter of 
private buEinoaa a man who know nothing 
■bont the partioulara should take upon him- 
self to declare that one of the parties had 
been imposed upon or had stupidly or dis- 
faoneatly given more for property or labor 
than ib was worth, he woald be sot down as 
an ignorant busybody ; and we do not see 
that the tranaaotion being a public one 
makes any diiTeronca ia tha character or the 
attitude of the critic who does not know 
and doea not want to know the particulars. 
(The limea, like aome of tha other Opposi- 
tion papers, at first maintained that the 
Government did not poBaeaa tho power 
to make tho arrangomont and that 
when they did mako it they en- 
croached upon tlio prerogatives of 
Parliament. They have, ib seems, found 
out they were wrong in tbia oontention. 
(They atill, however, maintain that the 
C.P.R. has boon unduly fovored, though 
they are evidently altogether ignorant of 
the grounds on whioh tho arrangement waa 
made or the aervloo whioh tho Railway 
Company gives in return for the money it 
reoaivea. Ilie Vanoouver Nowa-Adverbiser 
good humoredly ohaffa our contemporary on 
its prudence in passing jadgment before it 
hears the ovidonce. Ib aaye : 

Xhe whole matter ia ao eimple that the 
Times shoivod excellent jadgmonb in not 
spoiling its sensation by seating tho actual 
faots. For some years the Canadian Pacific 
BaUway Company haa been receiving much 
leaa per mile for carry ing tho mail than tho 
Grand Qhrnnlc Baiiway reoeivea for similar 
aervioea. The former company cirrios more 
mail matter, oarriea ibwitb greater rapidity 
and gives more frequent service on aome 
parts of ita ayatem than it waa rflqalced to 
do when the mail contract waa made with 
it. Yet it has reoolvod no additional re- 
muneration. The diflferenco between tha 
amount per mile paid to it and tha aum 
paid to tho Grand Trunk Railway is Indeed 
BO great that it ia quite onay to undoratand 
why tho TiincB did not ileairo to apoil tho 
efifeob of the huge nuro's noat it bud dis- 
covered. 



workingmen, and othera of the same char- 
acter. Wo do nob believe that the present 
Government wiil endeavor to thrust any 
measure down the tbroataof tho people, and 
we have a notion tba^ the great body of 
British Conaervativea will hesitate long and 
deliberate seriously before they permit their 
Government to take many stepa In the 
direotion of state aooialiam. 

The Times is severe on those who are, now 
that there ia a swerping majority against 
them, making inquiries into tho nuturo of 
parliamentary majorities for tho purpose of 
leading the poople to bolieva that a big mu- 
jorlty is, [iftor all, not to powerfol or so 
rcprcbontativo as it appears. 

" Those," it says, " who applauded Lord 
Rosebery for declaring tint ho would con- 
tinue to govern with a majority of two, and 
who would have U:od that muj orlty to iui- 
poBO legislation, not touching Ireland, by 
Irish votes upon Eogliuhineu und Scotch- 
men, have now boooino suddenly alarmed 
about the rights of minoritiea. We hoard 
nothing of tbeae soruplea when the late Gov- 
ernment came into power with a majority of 
'10, or even when ib waa forced to subsist on 
a majority of aeveo. Bub now when there is 
a msjarfty of over ISOitiaarguedtbatohanoe 
haa diatribnted the votesandthatthedeoiaion 
is not that of the truo demdcraoy. This is 
tho reductio ad ahsurduiii of repreaentative 
government. If a majority suoh aa that re- 
turned at the present election ia nob to be 
treated as embodying a final and BufTialent 
popular verdict whore is one to be sought 
foi? Surely not In a majority like that of 
1S92 when tho wiahoa of Eugliahinou were 
ovor-rldden by tho votes of Iriahmon on 
queationa oonaorniog lOngland alone. 

There aeema to be a difTeronce of opinion 
between tho vanquished and tho victors aa 
to what were tho iaauoa at tho election. 
The beaten party aasert that Home Rule 
for Ireland was not prominently before the 
people during the late election. This is a 
very singular contention when tho very 
name adopted by what is now tho Grvern- 
mont party showed that the preservation of 
the Empire waa tho main if not 
the sole object of their exertioua, 
tho only plank in thoir platform, indeed, to 
whioh any great prominenoa was given. 
Why did the party of whioh Lord Saiiebary 
was the leader udopt the name of " Union- 
let "7 In that campaign tho membera of that 
pirty wero not Conaervativea or Liberals. 
Both names were merged io the title Union- 
iab. Thla waa moab aignifioant at to what 
they regarded as the great issue before the 
people. Aud in ordejr to make the issue 
still plainer and to bring ib more promin- 
ently before the people, the Saiiabary party 
invariably spoke of their opponenta aa 
" Separntists." 

"It verges upon impudence," aaya the 
Times, " for Badlcala to asaerb that Home 
Rule was not an importanb iaaoe in the con 
troversy. Ib w«B certainly thrown Into the 
background before the disKolntion, bub Mr. 
Morloy 'nailed the green flig to the 
maab ' when the elections wore impending 
and every one of his leading aoUeaguea in tho 
Lower House felt ib necessary at the last 
moment to reassure the Irish nationalists by 
protesting that Home Rule was most preoi 
ous toRidioals. This can be established in 
the fullest detail by reference to the eleotion 
addresses nnd apooohea of the members of 
tho late Governjnenb. Beyond all contro- 
versy, if they had obtained, by some freak 
of fortune, a majority however narro"', it 
would have been olaimod aa giving popular 
aancticn la Homo Rule, to diaeBtubliahmont 
and to every other article in the Neivcaatle 
programme." 



TEE BRITISH ELKOTIONS. 

There la a good deal of diacusaion in Kng 
land aa ao tho iaauea of the late general olec- 
tion and bhe lesson it is cilculatod to toaob, 
tChe Tinea aaya that " The plain lesson ot 
the general election is that the poople of 
Grea'i Britain, from tho highest to tho low- 
est, do nob want a revolutionary policy, and 
are thoroughly aiok of having it thrust down 
thoir throats." This is plain speaking, and 
ib is most likely nothing more than the 
truth. Bnt It might have occurred to tho 
writer of tho article that if tho policy which 
Mr. Chamberlain has outlined — rather 
dimly It la true — be carried out, tho mea- 
sures propoBod by tho now Government wiil 
b*? really moro revolutionary than any- 
thing contained in the Newcastle pro- 
gramme. To change the character 
of the legislation of the oonntry, to make it 
mainly aooial Inatead of being mainly politi- 
cal, will be revolutionary in a deeper and a 
wider senee than anything that was at- 
tempted by the lute Governmfint. Such a 
change may bo necessary nnd it may prove 
bonefiaial, but lb will he, if ib la effected, 
without doubt revolutionary in the strongest 
aenie of the term. U the peof le of Eng- 
land are to oppoae measures merely beoauae 
they are called revolutionary " they will 
not llaton to Mr. Chamberlain's proposals 
about old age pensions and dwellinga for 



Govornment, it ia moro than probuhlo, will 
find it impossible to procure the punishment 
of thoae who perpetrated the mardera and 
otheracta of violence in Knoheng. There 
will probably be no diftjouUy in getting 
what what rnay be conaidcred a fair iodem- 
nifioation for tho injury done to British 
subjects, biib to eoouro the punish- 
ment of tho cDfjndors and to bring 
about a state of tbinga in which 
auch crimes will be next to impoealble will, 
we fear, bo far beyond the power of diplo- 
maoy. Such a rouuU can only be brought 
about by u thorough ro-orgaui/. aion of the 
Chineeo govornmoat and the moab aweoping 
reforms in Chinese administration. An 
imbooile Gcverbment must bo made strong, 
and apathotio and corrupt public servants 
must bo made energetic and honest. No- 
thing short of a miracle could produce these 
reaulte within a roasonablo time. And 
when this ia done tho work would not ba 
onmpleted. The prejudioea and antipathies 
of the people must be eradicated. They 
must be ma'de to believe that the mission- 
aries come to their country not with any 
evil desigas against them and thoir children, 
bub to do them cood, that, incredible 
as it may seem to them the " foreign devils' 
are no devils ab all but benevolent and pure- 
minded men and women, who have aaorifioed 
everything that most people consider plea- 
sant and desirable to ord javor to make tho 
people of China hotter and fo bring them bo 
a knowledgo of what thoy believe to bo tho 
truth. This really moans educating the 
whole poople of that vastempireand uproot- 
ing prejudioea and batreda whioh have been 
tho growth of centuries. Bat aa far aa we 
can aeo this must bo done In order to mako 
China a safe place for missionaries and other 
foroignere to live in. 



REPABATIOy DIFFICULT. 

Mlaslonariea in China have nothing to 
fear from tho hostility of the Govornment ol 
tha country. It, indeed, appears favorably 
much tofearfromitsweakncaa audita apathy, 
disposed towards them. But they have 
Ib appears to be unable either to prevent 
outrages againab them or to panish out 
rages when they are committed. 

The people of many parta of China, la 
wall known, hate foreigners of all nations 
and oreoda. Thoy attribute to them all 
sorts of ovil inteationa and amon;; thorn 
selvea accuse them of the most diabolical 
Crimea. The antipathy to foreigaera ia kept 
alive by publioationa circalated among the 
people declaring that bhe " foreign devila " 
come to the cotintry for no other purpose 
than to maim and mutilate thoir children 
and to do thorn all eorta of injury by their 
wicked orts and their evil oyoa, The people 
hating the foreigners and being moat ignor 
ant and incredibly suporatitioaa, believe 
theae horrible libels, and are ready on 
almost any pretext to do violence to the 
misaionarios when, In their opinion, it can 
ba done with impanity. Tho local author! 
ties and tho aoldiery are as atrongly pre 
jodiced against tho foroignora aa are the 
populaoe. The oonacquence ia that when 
the missionaries are abtaoked their sym 
pathles are with their assailants, and instead 
of trying to capture tho rioters and mur 
derers, thoy not infrequently help them to 
commit acta of violoncj, and aid theni to 
oludo tho offioors of juitioo whoa tho Gov 
ernmont is at laab prevailed upon to tako 
active measures against them. 

Ia oonsequenoo of the prejudices of tho 
people, and tho alackneea and iu .nany cuaes 
tho powerleasnoss of tho (iovernmont to 
puniah tho ofTondors, missionaries in China 
havo boon often, oven cf late years, sub 
jocted to cruel outrage. "In 1870 ths 
French oonanl at Xlenain, the French inter 
prober and his wife nnd twenty nnna were 
killed ; in 1S71 there were ootragea at 
Vong-Chow ; in 1872 at Hankow and Shang 
hal. In 1S7 I was a masaacro of the French 
at Shanghai, Mr. Margery waa murdered in 
187S, In i&lO the missionaries at Foochov/ 
were raided and aaaanlted, in 18S.'! 
the Britiah conoeaaion ab Canton waa 
burned while there waa an nprising 
againab misalonihriea. In 1886, 1888, 1880 
and 1890 there were similar outrogca 
in various plaooa, and thoro was a frightful 
record in 18U1 during riotsatNankin Wuhu, 
Ichang, and other places, when houses wore 
burned, mlaslonariea assaulted, maimed and 
killed." 

The complaint la that bhe Chineae Gov- 
ernment waa either unwilling or unable to 
punish tho greater number of the men who 
committed tbeae ontragea. The Bcitlab

It ia quite In aooordanoo with 
what haa already appeared in tho Colonist, 
bu") thn olBoial report, prepared by Capt, 
Gaudin, and which haa been forwarded to 
Ottawa, is aa follows : 

" ViOTOUiA, August 17, 1895. 
•• Oo considering the evidence of the cap- 
tain, first and eeoond officers and lookout, 
glvou before me re tho stranding of tho R. 
M. iS, W'lrrimoo on the !).h inat., at Bonilla 
Point, I find thaa soamaDlikc caro 
and preoauLiuu wua taken in mak- 
ing tho land, that there can 
bo no doubl about the land seen being 
Flattery rookj. Whilat tho weather waa 
tolerably clear a north ('rue) coureo was a 
prudent one lo ateur, thuro being u bank of 
easy soundings along thla coaut. At 11 
o'clock, half an hour after makhi); tho land, 
a dense fog sot in, obscuring all rurrounding 
objacts. Tho master prudently changed his 
course to N. 70 dog. VV., In order lo roaoh a 
deep gully extending northward and whioh 
he intended to follow until within tho 
Btraita of Juau do Fuca, At 11;;>U, 
having reached tho desired locality, a 
N, 30 deg, E. course was sot to fol- 
low this deep basin, and fre(|uent 
aoundinsra were taken to verify tho position 
of the ship. At noon reckoning the ship 
l)3re from Tatooab Island N. 76 deg. VV,, 
five miles diatant. From thla position the 
course waa changed to N. 53 deg. £ , edging 
inwaids into Fuoa Straita, atill oontinulng 
n tho gully of deep aoandinga previously 
mentioned. The lead waa kept going to 
verify tho position of the ahip. Particular 
attention seems to have been paid in 
the endeavor to hear tho Tatooth lalacd 
fog whistio, but no sound was heard. No 
importance, liowovor, was ottached to 
thia, as thia fog alarm ia proverbially 
unreliable. No indications of approaching 
Carmanah were noticed till l'J:30 p.m , 
when the fog horn was faintly hoard, but tho 
soundings gave no Indications that tho (hip 
woB not in hor auppoaed position. From the 
ohiof mate's evidenoo it appears ihit the 
Uaruiauah fog horn waa haard a littlo 
mora distinctly aa the ship wont on, but 
hearing what waa taken to bo a tug's 
whistle Inshore signalling to her tow 
seemed to lend oontidenco that the War- 
rfmoo's reckoning waa correct. After a 
Bulliclent distanco had boon run, placing tho 
ship in nearly a mldchannol course up Fuoa 
Straits, with Carmanah fog horn abeam, 
kelp and rooks were sighted, and before the 
ahip had gained atornway, she stranded on 
the rocky point of Bonilla. VYhilst due 
precantSos aeema to have been exorcised In 
the ooaraea ateered, frequent scundings, 
etc, It does not, however, appc.tr that 
the atage of the tide or the set of the 
current (altbongh ot noknown quantity) 
seem to have been taken into ooMlderation. 
It being about quarter flood when tho land 
was made on the date in qoeation, the ship 
met with the strength ot the flood tide, 
which acta well towards Bonilla Point be- 
fore turning to tho eastward up Fuoa straita, 
and to this cauao may he attributed thia 
accident, Tho chart usod by tho master 
was the latest Ibeuo obtainable In 
Sydney at tho time of the sailing 
of the ahip. Tho rooky reef extending 
nearly one mile off ISonilla Point waa not 
marked on it. Tho British Columbia Pilot, 
latest edition, ISSS, which wae used, ia also 
silent on tho exiatcnco of thia reef on Bon- 
illa Point, Taking into consideration tho 
good aoamanship displayed in getting tho 
ship ofl' this dangoroua reef, and epociai care 
having been observed in the care of lifo and 
property, I moat respeetfully rocommend 
that the master'a certificate ba not dealt 
with. " J. Gaudin '

iBteiestlncr Details lAboattbeReceift BIkKqu 
-Tlie Pack on the IGtb, and Probable 
Pack or the Year. 

( From Oai Own CorrosDondODt.) 
Vancodver, Aug. 16 — ( ■ipecial)— Sinoo 
the blf5 run bacan, the Colonist correspon- 
dent hiiB personully viaitod the c*nnorifa on 
the FfiiHor river, with li visw of obtniuing 
accurate Information in regard to the re 
, ported big oatob, the probable pack of tho 
aenson, and the rnling prlos of fijh, eto. la 
almost every insbanoe, the manager was in- 
terviowed, and thus the most reliable in 
formation possible was obtained. Tlie fif- 
teen miles drive between Vanoouvor and 
the salmon canneries at Steveston was most 
enjoyable ; the roads were in oxoollenb con- 
dlcion and the crops on the island looked 
exceedingly well. The largo aorengo of 
oats aaemed thick and oven. Tho hay was 
all cuti, bub in dor.ma of fioldB 
the fiofl, yellow staoka ahowod (if 
whit excellent quality and quantity 
the hay crop was this year. Oa arriving at 
Steveston overyth'ng was choni^ed; tho quiet 
of tho country gave phvco to buatio, energy 
and noise. Wicti the cKcoplion of tho usuil 
number of hilarious Siwashes decorating the 
boulevard, ovurynnu waa on tho move, unci 
— acocrdlng to llio atatonient of one mun— 
everyone but the cannora was making 
money. 

Steveston is a live fiahing town ; during 
the season there is none livelier, and tho 
eigbta aro so unique that it is worth travel 
ling miles to see. Every nationality under 
tho suQ la soon on tho street, in tho Cinncr 
ies and sitting side by side In tho restaur 
ants. And fiah, you could see them every 
' where lying in heaps. Canned and 
nnoanned, you hoard them, smelt tbein, 
felt tbem and breathed tbem. Ir. travel- 
ling along the dyke for two miles on tl e 
water froatyon aes manyatrani^eBigbts. Vou 
pass in qcdok laooesBion the Chinese village; 
the Siwash village ; the Hebrew quarter ; 
the Japaqeie village ; and the long cabins 
where tlie Italians hang out, Ko say nothing 
of the neat, roomy quarters of the ordinary 
Brittsli Colambians. Buti everywhere is 
cleanlineaa. On the hottest day the air is 
laden with a pnngent, but not unpleasant 
odor of steaaied salmon, bat there are no 
olTensive smells in any quarter of the busy 
little metropolis. And owing to the recent 
rigid enforcement of the law, there ia now 
excellent order kept In the town. In fiot, 
aa far os could bo aaoertained, the stories of 
lawleeanoaa at Stovoaton wero incorrect. Tho 
little town might well be called a model fiah 
town, and placed on exhibition before the 
world with Kossland, the model miningtown 
of America. 

Oao peculiar incident happened which 
may serve as a warning to others. If Steves- 
ton waa not visited with the purpose of 
getting a feiBD of freah salmon, I thought 
that the opportunity was a good one to taste 
salmon for the first time fresh from tho river, 
and at a restaurant lunch salmon was or- 
dered by the Colonist corre8pondent,but tho 
waiter with a surprised expression on his 
face thus soliloqulaed in reply: " Lord blass 
your soul, you couldn't get a piece cf cooked 
salmon in the city for love or money. The 
last chef we had left because wa made him 
fry a piece of salmon for some fellow from 
Vanoonver who would have salmon and 
nothing bat salmon for lanoh." The moral 
is plain. If you are visiting Steveston the 
city of salmon, where one day last week 
nearly half a million of fish were lyinx on 
the cannery wharves, and you want salmon 
for Innob, yon had better get it cooked b )• 
fore yon leave Vanoonver and put it into 
yonr lanoh basket. Afcer a ran through 
the commercial part of the town the water 
front was reached and the searoh for infor- 
mation cammenced. 

The Atlas cannery was first visited. 
Tboy were as busy as bees inside, but every- 
thing was aa clean as possible, and with the 
exception of the fiah house, which ia acrub- 
bed every few houre, and always looka freeh 
and healthy, a man could eat bla dinner cff 
the floor. This state of things prevailed In 
all tho canneries along the river. At tho 
Atlas fish had boon olIeriDg freely ; during 
the big run they had bought fish aa loiv aa 
5 cents, they purchased u number at 10, but 
they bad since advanced conaidorably. 
The pack was nearly finished. They bad 
enough oaoa to ds them. At present fish 
were not being bought freely, and the price 
was nnoertain. They had put up 2,5U0, and 
would finish at 5,000 cases. 

9?be manager of the Gulf of Georgia 
cannery was not partlculary well 
pleased at the phenomenal run. 
CSalmon were kept np high early in 
the season, and many oanners iiought large- 
ly, and now the fiah have dropped from .'iO 
to 8, and sometimes as low as fire cents per 
fish, which of oourse affected the price In 
the London market. To ahow how sensi- 
tive that market is, the next day after the 
big run the price of salmon in London 
dropped. Even now the run was about 
over, bub the harm was done. Their ex 
panaos this season were about $20,000 more 
than UHtaoaeon (SI a case) Tina wore very 
aoarce ; this waa not u bad thing in one way, 
for all things conaidernd tho pack was big 
enough already. lo 'Jl hours of tho heavy 
run they had bought -10, 000 ealmon ut from 
8 to 1.5 cents. They had bought fully LiO,- 
OGO Hill at K oenta. Thoy hud tins enough 
to pack 22,000. Thoy bud already put up 
12,000 cases. 

The managr'r of tho Star cannery said that 
in tho big 24 hours' run they had bought 
28,000 fish, for which they had paid 8 and 
10 oenta. Tho lun waa now subsiding 
They had packed I0,5.'i8 oaaoe, and would 
pack 1C,000 cases before their cans ran out. 
There was great soarolty of cans and he was 
glad of it, aa it wonid curtail the pack to 
safe dimensions. They had sold 9,000 oases 
of their pack. i^^SSm' 

The manager of the Federation cannery 
said he was then paying 10 and 15 cents a 
fish, but they had baen selling much lower 
on Monday when the phenomenal run was 
on. In 24 hours they bad bought 25,000 
fish. Their pack to date waa 11,000 oasen, 
and they would have oans enough to pnt np 
19,000 oases. 

At the Lulu Island cannery it waa fouud 
that all the cans available were fillpd. They 
had bought 25,000 fiah In tho first 24 hours 
of the run. They had put un 10,000 oases 
and sold part of their pack. If they could 
pet more tin thoy would pack a few more 
tbousUnd cases. 

The manager of tho Krunawiok had all tho 
tins he wanted. During tho bii; 21 hours 
ho had bought 20,000 aalmon. Thoy had 
packed 9,000 oaaos to date, and their pack 
would bo Qaiehed at 15,000 at tho most. Ho 
thought tho cannory men hud acted like a 
lot of fools in keeping tho price of fiah up in 
tho early part of tho season. And, now the 
rnsh of fish had come, thoy had themaolvcs 
to blame for the position thoy found them- 
aelvca in. Tho run waa slackening oU and 
fisli woro going up in price already. 

The Imperial cannery had bought 26, .374 
fish during tho firilt of the run ; thoy had 
packed 8,000 oaaos and would pack 15,000 
all told ; tboy had plenty of cans, 

The Britnnnia had purohasod durinR the 
first two days of the ran 40,000 fiah at 10 and 
8 oent^; they had 100,000 cffered at 
their wharf ; they bad 24,000 cases np and 
were ont of tlna, Mr. BelMrvlog, one of 



the owners who was present, did not care to 
give many details for pnblioation, for he 
thought, If a great hullabaloo was made 
about an enormons run and a big paob, that 
it would affect the pctoe unfovorably in the 
foreign markets, I'h'a ran has been for a 
short time certainly mtrvellous, bntit was 
about over already. He certainly gave 
orodie to the hatcheries for the unoxpeoted 
rush of salmon up the river at this time. 

At B.iiu'd Cinnsry 30,000 fi<h had been 
bought during the big run ; 12.000 oaaes had 
been put up ; a sciroity of oans prevented 
them from saying what further packing 
would bo done. 

At the lljavor thoy had all tho cina they 
wanted, iney would rot up nil told 10,000 
or 12,000 caeoa ; they had 7.000 already up. 
In tho past 24 hours of the big run thoy had 
bought 10.000 fish. 

Ar, Winoho's (the Canadian Pacific Co.,) 
•10,000 fiah had been purchased from fiaher- 
men la the big 24 hours, at 8 cents ; 17,000 
cases had been put up and thoy bad tine 
enough for four mere, so that the total 
pack would be 20,000 at loaat. 

Ac Stevoatou ward waa received that on 
Sea Inland Munn's, Robaon'e, Dun?muir'a 
and Riwan'd canneries had bought in the 
24 hours about 77,000 fish, and Miat 
Munn'a present pack would be 17,- 
(100 and would reach 20,000 at 
loaat. Rowan's proannt pick would be, it 
was said, abnut 7,000, Dunamuir'd 7000, 
and Robaon's 7,000, and tho total pack of 
oaoh would run abjut 10,000 

At Soxsmith's cannery. Sou Island, about 
3,000 cases had been put up. The total 
pack may reach 5000, whilst at the Rich- 
mond cannery about 12,000 caaes were put 
up, all their cans being filled. 

At, Ikjutllior's cannery, Weatmlnstor, it 
waa f jund that 000 cases were put up, th it 
they bad received tins from Victoria and 
would fill at 9,000. 

At the B. C. Canning Co., 12,000 oases 
were packed and the fall up sign out. 

At Even's cannery 25,000 oises were put 
up and the pack fioished. 

AtFisdley, Durham & Brodie's cannery 
7,000 ones bad been filled. 

At Ladners tho British American and 
Canoe Pass Cannery Co. have filled up at 
10,000 caaes. 

The Fisherman's Canning Co. have 
packed 8,000 and will finish at 12.000, 
while the Wellington, Delta and Harlooh 
have packed 34,000 and would finish at 
45,000. 

During hia visit to tho canneries, your 
correspondent rnot I'rof. Priuco, who took De- 
cision to again expreaii bis pleasure at the 
cleanlineaa of the canneries and the univer 
aal capability and conrteay of their man 
agers. Prof. Prince says tho future of ^the 
province resta on tho (isherics and mining, 
but eapeolally on tho fisheries — which are 
capable of immense devslopment. 

During tho big run half a million fiah 
wore sold to tho canneries on the Fruser 
river. It waa further aacortalned that at 
tho time tho canneries were visited, as near 
as it was poesiblo to estimate, tho Fruaer 
river cinnerioa had packed 205,000 caaes 
which added to 149,000 packed in the Nor 
them watora mikes tho pack in sight on 
August 15 414,000 oases. From what could 
bo learned, in moat cases from the managers 
of tho canneries themselves, the total pack 
of the Fraaer would be 350,500 cases, 
which added to the Northern pack of 
140,000 cases, makes the probable pack 
of the province for 1895 reach 499,500.

To THE Editok ; — I read in this avoning'a 
paper that the cofferdam had given way at a 
certain point, but was being repaired. Ia 
this becttuae the spooificationa on which tho 
contractor tendered were departed from, 
and only one row of pllea with boarding 
substituted for two rows of piles ? It is im- 
portant to the city that no chances be taken. 
Tho Kroaking away of tho colltiidim would 
mo.ia losi of life to the workmen lulow it, 
aril a supply of water cub ofif from the city. 
It ia poor in quality and deficient in pres- 
sure aa it ia, but what a serious position the 
city would be in from a safe and 
sanitary standpoint if the supply was 
altogether removed. If chances are 
being taken, in order that the contract may 
bo made more profitable, it la simply 
criminal. There is a water committee, a 
water commisaionerand a oity engineer, and 
they should look to it that full precautions 
are taken in this moat important matter. 
If the engineer in charge of tho 
work thought it necesaary to prepare 
a plan for two rows ot piles ofter making 
surveys and soundings, why has he now 
altered it '! and that, too, I understand, 
withou t consul tinp any of tho afoie-men tinned 
city officials about it. It abould not bo a 
()Ueation of how amall a strenglh ia capable 
of keeping back tho wator of Bouvor 
lake, but tho tflorb should bo to 
make this temporary dam of such strength 
that there would bo no doubt about Its be- 
ing able to do tho work. I am not an alarm- 
ist, but am only desirous of seeing that tbc 
life of men and tho health and safety of tho 
city is not endangered through the action of 
a yonng and perhaps over-confident engi' 
noer.

very festive apiiearaTiee even to a para- 
sol whieli is not in its first youth. On 
the whole, flowers will b(i worn moi'o 
than ever, butli by day and at night, in 
the park and at the theater.

A chaiiiiiiig table decoration consists 
of (-haiiis and l)askels, wlii<-li might be 
carric^d out in orchids, tho baskets being 
filled with flowers. The lyre decoraticjn 
is also very light and delicate and has a 
charming ettVct when worked out in 
scarlet and while, 

Tlie silversmiths and glass manufac- 
turers have given valuable aid to floral 
decoratiim iu tho pretty novelties intro- 
duced as flower lioiders. (^iiite now for 
table decoration is u table center ser- 
pentine in sl'.upo and adapted both for 
flowers and caudles or lamps. Tho wlude 
decoration is composed of sections of 
curves and is susceptible of almost in- 
finite Toriation. Another ot tho n^w 
table centers is a qnasirustic stylo with 
no very delinito symmetrical shape, but 
giving a novel effect, tho ;ut crystal 
flower holders being fitted into a frame 
work of silver plate simulating stalks 
and ivy leaves, while tlio holders reijie 
S(>nt blossiiiiis. 

Wall decorations aro most ly of a light 
luid airy description this sea.son. (ireal 
use is made of the gigantic Cocos palms, 
whoso handsome branches sweep riglit 
np to the eeiliiig. If tho rooms to lie 
decorated arc net very large, smaller 
palms and grasses are empleyed. To

these may be added masses of orcliid.s, 
caladium leaves and great bunches of 
ros(\s. Tho tropical style of wall and fire- 
place) decoratiim lias bei.'ii usedwith very 
goild effect. It consists of an arrange- 
ment of large plants of orchids, looking 
as if they had just been torn up by tlie 
roots, which hung down in picturesque 
confusion. Added to these mo tangled 
briers, among whicli may bo .seen a few 
birds with gaudy plumage. It need liard- 
ly be said that no ribbons are added to 
decorations in this style.

tallest plant!! available will bo tlio cor- 
rect tiling. This is certainly not novel, 
but since the high tubes and other tall 
vases and arrangements of tall palms 
come in it has boeomo more and more 
obvious that they could not bo beaten 
nor satisfactorily rejilaced by groups of 
dwarf plants, howovor beautiful these 
may bo. Tliere con bo nothing lovelier 
in tho high tubes than roses cut with 
'Vory long stems and plants of foliage.

Dotted Swiss, Cheoscclotli, Japanese Crapo 
iinU Criiiseloth Aro Suitable. 

Dotted Swiss never loses its popularity 
for window draperies, and there is noth- 
ing in curtain materials which one can 
so safely select if in doubt. 

Tlie valance is a form of wiiidcn"? 
drapery es))ecially suiled to such soft 
material, and miuiy liaiulsomo liouses 
have all the ensh curtains made in this 
way. Its depth depends upon the height 
of flio window, certain proportions need- 
ing to be obsei'ved in order to get a good 
effect. 

A new method of dra])ing white cur- 
tains is odd and well suited to the w'in- 
di5\vs of a summer ])arlor, as, being well 
drawn apart, they admit plenty of light 
and air. Each eui lain is limig so that 
it covers fully two-thirds of tlie window 
— tliat is, tlio two cro.ss eacli otlier at 
tho top instead of meeting iu the center 
after the customary fashion. They are 
then drawn back at the very top of the 
upper .sash anil aro secarcd with bands 
and liowsof satin rililion or willi ruilled 
bands of the goods as preferred. From 
the point of di-apiug they hang perfectly 
straight, and for this reason would look 
well in a liigli, double window, 

Cheeseclcilh in its finer ipialitics is a 
tlioroughly artistic material for summer 
draperies, especially if edged witli ruf- 
fles of tho same, and llieso are greatly 
improved in apjiearance by being twist- 
ed in the hands before being sewed on 
to give a soft cH'ect. 

Tlio windows of a blue and white 
room may bo charmingly draped with 
the .Tapimese orapo known tia chijimi 
cloth. It is very desirable for the pur- 
pose, a.s it launders well and will bear 
considerable sun witliout fading appre- 
ciably. A simple hem or wliito ball and 
ta.ssol fringe may trim these at tlu^ 
edges. 

Madagiuscar grasscloth is a very suit- 
able material for outside -window dra- 
jieries nr suminer purtieres, a.s tho dust 
does not cling to it, and it is also much 
used for sofa pillows and chair cushions, 
imparting a sense of coolness wliicli is 
most agreeable in sumiuer. The writer 
of the f<a-egiiing advises in Tho Ladies' 
Homo Journal that wherever it is possi- 
ble tho heavy rugs aud draperies in use 
iu winter should bo replaced by stuffn 
and furnishings a.s distinctively snm- 
incrliko as po.ssiblo, not only comfort 
but health itself being often de])eiiileiit 
npou such a radical change.

A few yards of clice.seclotli, a largo 
basting ne<!dle, a Imll of coarso darning 
cotton aud a pair of scissors are great 
helps to a cook. Tlio cheesecloth an- 
swers every purpose for pudding or vege- 
table cloths, and tho ncco.ssary bags aro 
oa.iily prepared. 

Uuiiaeliold BrcvitlcH, 

A good liquid for cleaning; brass is 
oxalic acid. 

A tablespoon fill of powdered alum 
sprinkled in a barrel of water will pre- 
cipitate all impurities to tlio bottom. 

A pinch of powdered sugar aud anoth- 
er of cornstarch boatou iu with tho yolks 
of eggs will keep an omelet from col- 
lapsing. Beat the whites stiff and then 
put thorn into the yolks. 

Vinegar and sugar will make a good 
stove polish. 

Old flannel sliirts make good dnstcr.s 
and can be washed weekly. For the rub- 
bing of silver they are invaluable. 

Chemists say it takes moro than twice 
as much sugar to sweeten preserves, 
sauces and tho like If pat in when they 
begin to cook as it does.to add it after 
the process is accomplished. 

Heat tho molasses to be used for gin- 
gerbread before heating up the cake, 
and it will bo great Ij- improved. 

A freckle cure that is said to bo in- 
fallible and harmless is made of refined 
linseed oil, glycerin and rosewater.
